U.S. Patent 4,146,987 to Hudson et al discloses a device for large caliber firearms which 
includes a wdght eccentrically mounted at the end of a long shaft. The weight causes the shaft to 
rotate in response to the firing of the firearm, actuating a mechanical ratchet. Such a device is not 
suited for small firearms due to its configuration as well as the extra mass presoit in the shaft and 
wdght. In addition to the durability problems inherent in such a mechanical counter, this device would 
probably have diflScuhy in keq)ing up with high cycle rates, such as 300 rounds per minute and higher.
